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FIVE MASKED MEN.

They Hold Up a 1'aMenjer Train Near De-

kalb, 111 The Knglueer Was Shot
and lladljr Wounded.

Cuicaoo, Oct. 15. The Northwestern
limited train leaving Chicago at 10:S0

p. m., Friday night, was held up not
far from Dekalb, 111., and robbed. The
train is due at 12:20, and the hold up
occurred at Tower W, three miles from
Maple Park, III. It Is not known
whether the robbers secured any great
amount of booty. A special train con-

taining a number of armed men and
detectives left the Northwestern sta-

tion in Chicago Friday night bound for
the scene of the robbery. It is said
there were five masked men engaged in
tho operation.

The robbers blew up the the express
car with dynamite, practically demol-

ishing it and blocking the track. They
then blew open tho safe and rifled it,
after which they escaped in the dark-
ness.

Engineer Daniel White, of the train,
was shot and it is reported very seri-

ously wounded in the breast because
he refused to run his engine away
from tho train. After shooting him
one of the robbers ran the engine
down the track two miles to a switch,
where it was "killed." It is also report-
ed that the station agent was badly
pounded,

A bundle of bills aggregating 83,000
was recovered by at laches of the ex-

press company Saturday. It had been
blown through the bottom of the car,
and was found imbedded in the earth
between the railroad ties. Express
company officials declare that the
first reports of the amountobtaincd by
the robbers was greatly exaggerated,
and claim it was considerably less than
925,000, which it was thought they had
secured.

ADM. DEWEY IN BOSTON.

X Crowd of fully 25.000 People Met the
Hero of Manila at the Depot Es-

corted by t ar Veterans.

Boston, Oct. 15. Fully 25,000 people
were crowded in and around the sta-
tion, and in the rush to get a look at
the hero he was well nigh carried off
his feet. lie was with Mayor Quincy
and a delegation representing the
Home Market club, the chamber of
commerce and other municipal bodies.
The admiral Fode at the head of a col-

umn of 10,000 war veterans through
the city's principal streets to the Hotel
Touraine, which will be his home dur-
ing his three days' stay.

The admiral's escort Friday night
were the naval veterans, and follow-
ing them were posts of the Massachu-
setts department of the Grand Army
and Spanish war veterans. All the
streets were profusely decorated and
crowds lined the sidewalks. Red fire
was burned lavishly.

The admiral after dinner witnessed
a fine display of fireworks on Boston
common from his apartments in the
hotel and retired soon afterward. Sat-
urday he had an arduous day, as he
attended many functions. In the fore-
noon he heard the school children sing
on the common, was presented with a
watch at the city hall and reviewed
the parade, which included the entire
state militia mobilized for its fall ma-
neuvers. In the evening there was be

IMPRISONED DOMINICANS.

A Party or Thirty-Tw- o, Who Had lleen
Confined at Jlaraooa, lteleaged

Member of Jlmlnez's Party.

Santiago de Curia Oot. 15. A party
of 82 dorainicans who had been con-
fined at Baracoa for two months were
released Thursday and arrived here
Friday. They were members of the
Jiminez expedition which was captur-
ed because its object was not conceal-
ed as the members had been assured
that the Americans were favorable to
their movement.

The two months spent in jail has
had a terrible effect upon the party.
One of the members is dead and sev-
eral have become invalids. The Do-

minicans are very bitter against the
Americans and declare that their im-

prisonment was worse than any Span-
ish outrage. Gen. Wood frequently
recommended that they be released
but the authorities at Havana prohib-
ited such action.

Capt. Cbadwlclc's Threat Ended the War.
Moroantown, W. Va., Oct. 13. Adm.

Sampson states that Capt. Chadwick
wrote the letter leading to the Toral's
surrender, and gave it to Gen. Shifter.
The letter, he says, was signed with-
out the slightest change, and surren-
der followed. It contained a threat of
bombardment and news of the victory,
pointing out the uselcssness of further
fighting. These facts are a part of the
record, of the bureau of navigation,
hitherto unpublished. Sampson says
Chadwick undoubtedly ended the war.

BACK TO BACOOR.

Gen. Schwan, With the Infantry,
Arrives There in a Greatly

Exhausted Condition.

HARDEST MARCH OF THE CAMPAIGN,

Tbe Filipinos Had Deserted the" Town
Upon Learning of tho Appt oacli

of the Americans.

MaJ. Cheatham, With a Scantier rarty,
Urm. a force of Strongly Intrenched

Rebel rron. Their Poiltlon
Three Aauerleaae Killed.

Manila, Oct. 14. Maj. Cheatham,
with a scouting party, while proceed
ing along the west shore of the lake
Thursday encountered a force of reb-
els stronly entrenched at Muntinlupa.
Maj. Cheatam reports that he drove
the rebels from their position and that
in the engagement three Americans
were killed and two were wounded.
Rumors are in circulation in Manila
that Maj. Cheatheam discovered three
American prisoners who had been
bound, gagged and shot by the insur-
gents. These rumors, however, are
not confirmed.

One bandago, a lieutenant of the na-
tive police, has been arrested and
lodged in jail his subordinate having
reported to the authorities that he was
endeavoring to enlist them in a plot to
turn the police against the Americans
In the event of an uprising.

Reports having reached the provost
marshal that arms were concealed at
tho headquarters of the Dominican
friars, a large building adjoining the
palace, a detachment of soldiers made
a search of the building. They found
a small stock of Mausers, revolvers
and ammunition, which was confis-
cated despite the protests of the friara
that the arms were not intendedfor
unlawful use.

Gen. Schwan with the infantry, has
reached Bacoor. The troops are great-
ly exhausted having had one of the
hardest marches of the campaign
From Malabon to Peres das Marinas
they marched through roadless rice
fields. The 4th infantry from Imus
joined Gen. Schwan at Peres das Mari-
nas. The Filipinos had deserted the
town upon learning of the approach of
the Americans leaving only the wom-
en and children behind.

Washington, Oct. 15. The following
cablegram from Gen. Otis was received
at the war department Saturday:

Manila, Oct. 16. Schwan's column
swung into Imus from Das Marinas on
Friday morning; camped at Bacoor
Friday night; has scattered insur-
gents, who, probably retiring by de-
tachments on Indang. Condition of
roads prevented further pursuit; 128
men of Thirty-sevent- h volunteers, Maj!
Chetham, drove insurgents south and
westward from the lake town
of Muntinlupa, on Friday, 'pursu-
ing several miles, and retired
to Bacoor by Zapote river road; loss 3
men killed, 2 wounded, 1 missing.
Schwan's movement very successful;
inflicted heavy loss on men and prop-
erty of southern insurgent army; he
reports their casualties at 300 killed
and 400 wounded; their stored supplies
destroyed. Young moving from Ara-y- at

north and westward Thrusday;
scattered inburgents, who retired
northwest; his casualties, 3 slightly
wounded; considerable stores of grain
captured.

Knight lemp'an' Conclave.
Cincinnati, Oct. 12. At the Knight

Templars' business meeting Thursday
morning Columbus captured the con-
clave to be held in October of next
year. Cleveland had been confident of
securing the honor, and an attempt
was made to reconsider the vote,
but It failed. Fred L. Geddes, of To-
ledo, was elected grand warden, re-

ceiving 03 votes, a majority of one over
the combined vote of the four other
candidates. John II. Gibson, of Cin-

cinnati, against w,hoin it was pre-
dicted there would be no opposition,
received 80 votes.

Nkwpoht News, Va., Oct. 18. Rr.

Adm. Sampson' left here Friday night
for Washington. lowered
from the flagship ffew York, and the
retiring rear admiral was rowed
ashore by the line officers of the, cruis-
er. This provoked great cheering from
tho jackies of the white squadron. A
party salute was fired by the New
York. Rr. Adm. Farquhar assumed
command of tho squadron. Twelve
thousand school children visited the
fleet Saturday.

Given the Freedom of the Town.
Dumfries, Scotland, Oct. 15. Upon

the occasion Friday of the laying of
the foundation stone of the free library
presented to Dumfries by Andrew Car-
negie, the doner was given the free-
dom of the town. In replying to an ad-

dress, Mr. Carnegie said: "Man had
only begun the work of civilization
while he employed inhuman means of
killing his fellow men, often fellow
Christians, to settle national disputes."
